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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued in substance that He and 
Zespel failed to disclose or suggest a second load balancing server selects the first load balancing server; a first load balancing server 
that receives a request from a client and sends it to a second load balancing server, after the second load balancing server selects the 
first load balancing server. The Examiner respectfully traverses the remark. In contrast to applicant's argument, Zespel teaches LB1 
receiving the client's request [26, 28, 16, Figs. 1A and 1C; col. 5, lines 32-38], LB1 decided that client's request should be forwarded to 
LB2 (LB1 selecting LB2), substitutes the destination IP address of request with virtual IP of LB2 and sends the client request to LB2 [col
